The Crop lleport as of July 1st 
shows the general condition of 
growing crops to he greatly dam- 
aged by the lack of rain fall. The 
continued drought, through,,, it the 
HI ate is said to be so serious that 
in localities almost a total failure 
,f oats, potatoes, grasses, etc., It 
reported. Hardens and 
are suffering the most, in 
calilies being 

the i | of rain. 

Corn is reported to he withstand- 
ing the drought heller than any 
other of the growing crops. It has 
been well cultivated, and so far re- 
ports show the condition to be 81 

per cent. 

Much of the wheat has not been 
threshed, but where it has been the 
Mil yield is reported as an average 
of 17 bushels per acre for the State, 
and of a Rood quality. Oala also 
show an average of 17 bushels on 
the final yield, although in some 
sections they are reported as so poor 
they were not worth cutting. Rye 
is given as making an average of 
It bushels per acre. Much thresh- 
ing has not been done yet. 

Hurley tobacco acreage is given 
at 70 per rent, while the condition 
i- M Malta* to be 65 per cent 
Mark tobacco shows an average in 
acreage of fit per cent, while its 
condition is given al 67 per cent. 
Much of the tobacco was unable 
I,, be set owing to the drought, and 
what was set is reported to be in 
only fair condition and badly 
i ding rain. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that there is a pos- 
sibility for a great outcome in the 
tobacco crop in case of rain within 
tho next few days. 

Live stock is beginning to show 
Hi- scarcity of water, although the 

idition of horses is given at 92 

per cent, cattle at MJ per cent, hoga 
al Kit per cent, and sheep at 91 per 
cent. Poultry is reported as doing 
well under the season conditions, 
chickens showing t'l per cent, 
turkeys H!» per cent, and ducks are 
given at MJ per cent. 

The crop of small fruits waa 
ureal ly curtailed on account of the 
drought. The blackberry crop is 
nporled to be very short, as ber- 
rttt are drying up on the vines. 
The present condition of apples is 



TO per cent, thai of peaches 75 per 
cent, while MM only show a con- 
dition of MJ per cent. Plums are 
given at 7.1 per cent and grapes at 
R7 per cent. Harden conditions 
are estimated to be 59 per cent. 
Ureal complaint of the gardens 
is shown generally throughout the 
siale. in many instances a total 
failure being reported. Potatoes 
are reported at 47 per cent of an 
average years condition. Alfalfa 
is reported at 78 per cent, while 
orchard grass is given at 7* per 
cent. Cowpeas show 72 per cent 
also, while clover is estimated tt 
69 per cent. 

In summing up the report it 
shows that there has been a deter- 
ioration all along the line in Ihe 
last month of crop conditiont. 
There is a possibility of a fairly 
good corn crop and tobacco crop 
in case of rain within a short time. 
Farmers are urged to continue the 
cultivation of corn, hut let that cul- 
tivation lie exceedingly shallow. 
The drought is general over the 
Stale, and several localities report 
there have been no showers since 
early in June, aimI some have not 
had any rain since the first of May.
